The couple had grown up together in 
Germany, were lovers all their lives and 
died together, and thus their wish was 
fullfilled. 

Both Nearly Seventy. 

The Sebastians lived at 3543 Salena 
street, where he had a little tailor shop. 
He was 67 years old. She was a year 
younger. They had been married 45 
years and had 16 children, all of whom 
except one are dead. The living one 
is Leonhard Stoll of 3535.South Broad- 
way. 

Frank Denzl, who had a tailor shop 
in the same house with Sebastian, wat 
their life-long friend. He was their 
neighbor in Munich and knew them be- 
fore they were married. He was at their 
wedding and he carne to this country & 
years ago and within a year sent for 
them. He.said Monday:

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—Interest in 
the proceedings of the Federal grand 
jury which is inquiring into the al- 
leged libelous stories printed in the 
New York World and the Indianapolis 
News regarding the Panama Canal pur- 
chase was intensified today when it 
became known that for the present, at 
least, no further evidence in the case 
will be presented. 

Witnesses from New York were here 
today in response to subpenas, but aft- 
er being questioned by District Attor- 
ney Baker they were relieved of the 
necessity of going before the grand 
jury. This was also true of J. An 
Shaw, a World employe, who on Friday 
last refused to testify. 

The same silence which has marked 
their course /throughout was main- 
tained today ty Mr. Baker and his as- 
sistants regarfing the next step to be 
taken. The discharge from further at- 
tendance of all The World people 
brought here coupled with the fact that 
the hearing has been continued in- 
definitely gave rise to the rumor around 
courtroom that some action was 
immediately contemplated by District 
Attorney Jerome in New York City and 
that the Government for the time being 
would hold its proceedings in abeyance. 
This, however, could not be confirmed. 

Witnesses See Only Attorney, 

Several persons occupying high posi- 
tions in the Press Publishing Co. were 
present in response to subpenas to ap- 
pear for examination. They were Du- 
mont Clarke, president of the American 
Exchange National Bank and vice-presi- 
dent of the Press Publishing Co.: Flor- 
ence D. White, financial-manager, and 
Samuel Williams, a staff correspondent.

Thereupon he 
served a warrant made out for Ramon 
Carriga Cueves and charging embez- 
zliement. | 

“The man for whom the warrant was 
issued was described as short, stout 
and dark. I .ave blue eyes, medium to 
fair complexion, brown hair and am 
about 5 feet 9 inches in height. 

Searched, Thrown in Cell, 

“T told Col. de Rinsey I was not the 
man for whom the warrant called, and 
was not in Cuba on Aug. 4, the date on 
which it was stated that Cueves dis- 
happeared. I was searched, my passport 
was confiscated and I was dragged to 
jail and thrust in a cell. I was power- 
less to do anything that night, but next 
morning, when arraigned before Magis- 
trate Earnshaw, I employed counsel. 

“The police produced the warrant 
and demanded that I be held. -My coun- 
sel explained that I had checks, @rafts, 
orders and other paper which would 
establish my identity, and that, fur- 
ther, toilet articles engraved with my 
name and showing the date and place 
of purchase in Buffalo in 1901 were at 
hand. ' : 

“Tt was also stated that the police / 
had in their possession my passport. 
Magistrate Earnshaw declined to in- 
spect the proferred evidence and re- 
manded me to jai) for 60 days. 

“IT appealed to Arthur J. Clare, the 
American Consul, and he hastened to 
my relief. I was arraigned again the 
following morning, when Consul Clare

MR. PAINTER’S WITHDRAWAL. 


Mr. W. R. Painter, late Democratic candidate |} 


for Lieutenant-Governor, acquitted himself cred- 
itably in his speech before the Democratic cau- 
cus at Jefferson City, in the course of which he 
announced that he would not accept an office 
with taint upon his title. He would have placed 
himself in even a better light if he had refrained 
from the intimation that the apparent plurality 
against him was produced by unfair and partisan 
rulings by the Republicans of the investigating 
committee. 

So far as the recount went the results fa- 
vored the “Republican candidate, and there was 
no possibility of giving Mr. Painter a plurality 
except by throwing out votes on the flimsiest of 
technicalities. Party discipline naturally sug- 
gested that advantage be taken of these discrep- 
ancies by the Democratic majority in the Legis- 
lature, but Mr. Painter’s manly statement and the 
refusal ‘of various conscientious Democrats to 
join in the proposed sharp practice will probably 
bring the dispute to an end today or tomorrow 
in favor of Mr. Gmelich.

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BREACH OF PROMISE. 

An Illinois girl has won a judgment for $5000 
against a man who promised to marry her and 
failed to keep faith. His father offered as a de- 
fense the fact that the son—he is 31 years old— 
had never tried to earn a living and that the girl 
was better off without him than she could be 
with him, and that instead of being mulcted he 
should be rewarded for his conduct. 

This raises the question as to whether a girl is 
really damaged when a man does not marry her. 
Suppose he married her, abused her and forced 
her to get a divorce—a contingency not unlikely 
when one considers that he is admittedly fickle. 
Would she not wish then that she had rétained 
her freedom instead of getting it at trouble and 
expense to then be a “grass widow’’? 

And what should a man do who really finds 
that what he had thought was love was only a 
spasm; that the conflagration he imagined was 
consuming him had died out without blistering; 
that he did not love the girl even as a broth- 
er, and that he did love someone else? Should he 
marry his former flame under false pretenses? 
Would not that course be a greater injury to her 
than frankly to say that his mind had changed? 
Of course, where the girl has gone to any ex- 
pense in preparing for a wedding, that expense 
should be borne by the fickle swain, but there 
is much to say for the man who argues that jilt- 
ing does no serious damage. 

The Illinois girl sued for $50,000. It is possi- 
ble that the*jury was influenced by the amount 
demanded and concluded that $5000 was small 
enough under the circumstances. That theory has 
worked well in damage suits of a more prosaic 
character than an action for breach of promise.

In this 
light the salary of the baseball flinger 
seems by no means opulent.

COURSE IS IDEAL ONE, 
SAYS MAJOR VON GRESS 


BERLIN, Feb. 1.—Maj. Von Gress, 
Zeppelin’s famous rival and the con- 
structor of a flexible airship which the 
war office has purchased, said to the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent: 

*“T felicitate The World and Post-Dis- 
patch on the happiest idea I have heard 
of in a long time.

THE WRIGHTS COULD WIN, 
SAYS A VIENNA EXPERT 


VIENNA, Feb. 1.—Capt. Franz Hin- 
terstisser, commander of the military 
aeronautica institute of Vienna, and-an 
aeronaut who accompanies Archdukes 
Leopold, Salvator and Henry in all their 
ascensions, said: 

“T am very glad to hear that America 
is promoting aeronautics at last in this 
liberal manner. The distance of 140 
miles up the Hudson River can be done 
by dirigible balloons and flying ma- 
chines. All of the dirigibles, the 
Zepplin, Parcival and Lebaudy have 
good chances of winning. Of appa- 
ratuses heavier than air, at. present 
none could enter the lists with a chance 
of success except that of the Wright 
brothers, who went 120 kilometers in 
as many minutes. It Is my belief that 
by October other apparatuses will have 
been so improved as to be able to 
achieve 140 miles without interruption.” 


GEN. ALLEN IN FULL 
ACCORD WITH THE PLAN 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—Gen. James 
Allen, chief of the Signal Corps of the 
army, under whose direction all of the 
army experiments were made last sum- 
mer, enthusiastically praised the idea 
of the Fulton flight. He was cautious 
about expressing an opinion as to 
whether it will be possible to duplicate 
in the air Fulton's feat on the water, 
but he pointed to the sucvesg of the 
Wright brothers, and the tests pre- 
scribed by the Signal Corps, which, 
while severe, did not prevent Orville 
Wright and Capt. Thomas §.
